THE arguments of those who deny 
the Divinity of our I<ord Jesus 
Christ are foundcil on those passages 
of Scripture which declare and de- 
scribe His manhood. But these texts 
only prove a truth which we hold as 
strongly as they or anyone else can 
do. But in addition to the ti-uth that 
Jesus Christ is really and truly Man, 
we believe that He is really and truly 
God. He became iMan that He might 
suffer, and He was God that He might 
atone. 

Got Terribly Astray 

When we como to examine some of 
the beliefs of those who claim that 
Christ was a man only, we find that 
they have got terribly astray through 
following this peculiar delusion to its 
logical end. 

Belief in one error, therefore, as 
we have pointed out in a previous 
article, leads to one's falling into a 
host of errors, each one more debas- 
ing than its predecessor. The prog- 
ress of error is always downwards 
into increasing darkness. 

Like Isaiah, we feel constrained to 
call out, "To the law and to the tes- 
timony; if they speak not according 
to this Word, it is because there is 
no light in them." 

To our mind, the most convincing 
proof that Jesus was indeed Divine is 
the fact that God Himself said, "This 
is My Beloved Son, in Whom I am 
well pleased." Twice were these words 
said from Heaven, the first occasion 
being at the baptism of Jesus in Jor- 
dan, and the second at His transfigur- 
ation. 



Then the Apostle John says, "The 
Word was made flesh and dwelt 
among us (and we beheld His glory, 
the glory as of the only begotten of 
the Father), full grace and truth.' 
And he further declares, "The same 
was in the beginning with God." 

Then throughout the Bible we find 
that those powers and perfections are 
ascribed to Christ which belong to 
God only. In Isaiah 9:6, He is de- 
scribed as the mighty God, and in 
Rev. 1:8, He says of Himself, "I am 
the Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
and the ending, saith the Lord, which 
is and which was and which i-s to 
come, the Almighty." 

That He is omnipresent (everywhere 
present) is evident fi-om the follow- 
ing verses: "For where two or three 
are gathered together in My Name, 
there am I in the midst of them" 
(Matt, la: 20.) "Lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the 
world" (Matt. 28:20.) 

His Miyhly 'Vorks 

The Scriptures also declare that He 
performed works which only Almighty 
Power could accomplish. The work of 
creation was performed by Him, as 
is plainly said in John 1 : 3, "All 
things were made by Him; and with- 
out Him was not anything made that 
was made." It is also stated that He 
will raise the dead and judge the 
world. 

And finally Christ Himself said that 
He was Divine, for He declared, "I 
and My Father are one." That should 
surely settle the matter for ever in 



the minds of all who profess belief 
in Him. 

Those who know Christ as their 
own personal Saviour will find their 
faith strengthened and confirmed by 
a consideration of the Scriptures v,e 
have referred to, and many more 
which they will doubtless be able to 
find. They will also be able to te'V 
tify that they believe in His Divinity, 
because of what He has done for them 
in pardoning their sins and dellveimg 
them from the power of evil. T!ic\ 
will also have evidence of His Divinity 
in the very real comfoit and asEur 
ance that the Holy Ghost brings lo 
them in times of sorrow, peipiexity 
and trial. Being truly convinced thai 
Christ is a Divine Person, really and 
trulysGod, and that as such He "has a 
right to the worship and service of 
all niBM, Ihey will resolve anew to do 
all they can to gain for Him the 
honor and service which belong to 
Him, so that at last they may bc.ir 
His "Well done."

No matter what other knowl- 
edge you may have y6u must 
know yourself a sinner, or you 
will not be likely to seek Salva- 
tion.

Salvation Array — New Field of 
Activity Crowned With Suc- 
cess the First Year. 
(From the WiimipeB: "Free Tress") 

Complete success has attended a 
new field of activity entered into this 
year by The Salvation Army in their 
Fresh-Air Camp at Sandy Hook. Since 
the Camp opened more than 200 Win- 
nipeg mothers and children have spent 
from seven to eifjht da.ys, guests of 
The Salvation Army at the lakeside. 

Brigadier E. Sims, Officer in charge 
of Young People's Work for The Sal- 
vation Ai-my in Western Canada, has 
had complete charge of the Camp dur- 
ing the first season and personally 
supervised all the arrangements. He 
stated there had been no religious or 
social barrier with regard to admis- 
sion to the Camp. 

"The only consideration we had was 
the need of the individual for an out- 
ing," Brigadier Sims said. "And it 
did not have to be dire need. Tired 
mothers with large families we were 
glad to provide an outing for, where 
they could Iiave complete rest." 

The property on which the Camp 
is situated was purchased recently by 
The Salvation Army. It has a front- 
age of 400 feet on Lake Winnipeg and 
extends back to the Gimli i-oad. There 
is an abundance of trees on the proper- 
ty and plenty of clear space which can 
be utilizeil for games, A large house 
is on the property and surrounding it 
are a number of tents which were lent 
for the season by the military author- 
ities. 

One of the principal objects of tlie 
Camp is to afToid a complete rest tor 
the mothers of large families. The 
children are taken care of by Officers 
of The Salvation Army and the moth- 
ers are not asked to perform any 
duties or comply with any institutional 
rules. 

The morning after a new party ar- 
rives in the Camp, the young people 
are generally up and about shortly 
after 4:30 a.m. A complete liay of 
games and sports, however, sends 
them to bed very tired anil the next 
and succeeding mornings they remain 
in bed until the bell rings at 7 a.m. 
Breakfast is served at 3:30 a.m., after 
which there is a swimming parade. 

Bathing is paiticipated in twice a 
day and two Salvation Armv Officers 
remain in the water, with the young 
people to prevent accidents. The re- 
mainder of the day is spent on the 
swing's, sce-s.'iws and playing haschnli 
and other games. The greatest de- 
mand of the younger cliildren is for 
sand pails, and on days when there 
are no baseball g.inics, even the big- 
ger children may be .seen making 
"pies" on the sand. 

Every evening there is a sing-song 
around an open fire and the last hymn 
of the evening, "Abide With Me," is 
eagerly waited for and Joined in by 
the residents of the village. 

On the day before each party leaves 
the Camp to retum to Winnipeg a 
sports program is hehl, at which prizes 
are given and the entire party con- 
cludes the (lay around a. monster bon- 
fire.

Once again 
he heard the words of the sermon 
ringing in his ears, and knew that it 
was God's voice calling him to devote 
his whole life to the aei-vice of the 
sanctuary. If he had only been obedi- 
ent to the heavenly vision then, what 
might he not have been? But here 
was another chance for him. God was 
gracious. He had not dealt with Iiim 
after his sins. 

,So Bristow became a Cadet and was 
sent to Kenora.

Bristow made as much shoiv as possi- 
ble in order to attract their attention, 
and let them know something was go- 
ing on. On the grand re-opening night 
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the crowd all came to see what had 
been done. 

They Dubbed I In 
' "Now, boys," said the Captain, "see 
how nicely we've fixed things up. It's 
all for your sakes, and so 1 think it 
only right that you shoum pay the 
biU. Now dub up!" They were so 
taken by surprise, that they "dubbed 
up," as meekly as lambs. The loosen- 
ing of their purse-strings seemed to 
soften their hearts, for thirty-two 
eame to the Penitent-Form, one o£ 
whom is a Salvation Army Officer 
to-day.

Kor 
two years he hekl this appointment 
and then, following his marriage to 
Ensign Mercer, they were apirointeil 
to take charge of St. John's 1, New- 
foundland. "The Dovercourt Cuips, 
Toronto, followed and at the end of 
their term there the Stad'-Cuptuin 
spent eight happy years in the Inimi- 
gratien Department. Again trans- 
ferred to the Field he was appointed 
to Winnipeg I and after a sliorl, hut 
successful and happy term tliere was 
sent in charge of liie lidmoiilon So- 
cial Department. 'J'wo years were 
spent at this work and then came the 
appointment as Divisional Commander 
for Southern Alberta.

Thanks for Harvpst Blesaing 

IT is a cause for gratitude to God 
that the crops throughout the West 
this year are, in general, good. Tme 
there have been losses in some parts 
due to rust, saw-fly, liail and frosts, 
but on the whole thei'e has been a 
good yield and the result will doubt- 
less be soon manifest in (jtiickened 
business activities. 

Let us not forget that we owe this 
prosperity to the blessing of God. 
Men may plough and sow, cultivate 
the ground, and make every efTort to 
secure coori crops, but they owe to 
God the skill and power to do these 
things, and are completely dependent 
on Hiin for the sunshine and rain. 

So we would say with the Psalmist, 
"Oh, that men would praise the Lor<l 
for His goodne.os and for His wonder- 
ful works to the children of men . . , 
He turneth ... a fruitful land into 
barrenness for the wickedness of tlicin 
that dwell therein. He turneth dry 
ground into water-springs;, and there 
He maketh the hungry to dwell, that 
they may prepare a city for habita- 
tion, and sow the fields and plant 
vineyards which may yield fnjits." 

Has not this been remarkably so in 



Canada? Have not large and pros- 
perous cities been built and land made 
into good farms over the vast areas 
llial le&& tlian a hundred years a^o 
were nothing but a waste wilderness? 
For a continuance of His mercies 
let all Christian people earnestly pray, 
for the prayers of the righteous have 
niuch more to do with the prosperity 
of a land than most people think. 

Offerings lo The Lord 

IT is meet at this season of the year 
to show oflr gratitude to God by 
bi'ingiiig offerings to Him for the fui'- 
therance of His work. 

Far away back in the dark ages, 
when men were dimly seeking after 
Cod, if perchance they mig-ht iind 
Him, they brought of their best at 
harvest time to show their gratitude 
to the unkown Power who.se kindly 
hand had guided the revolving sea- 
sons, and had graciously blest the 
labors of the toilers on the land. The 
Iklosaic law enjoined upon the Israelite 
the duty of giving tithes and ofTei- 
ings; our Lord came not to destroy 
the law, but to fulfil it. Kight down 
from the dawning of history to the 
present day, when The Anny cele- 
brates its annual Harvest Festival, 
oflferings to the Highest have been 
enjoined, encouraged, and approved 
by Gad and man. 

Rich indeed, and with historic and 
religious association, does this Fes- 
tival come to us. In the 23rd chapter 
of Exodus we read, "Thou shalt keep 
the feast of unleaveaed bread . . . and 
the feast of the harvest, the first- 
fruits of thy labors, which thou hast 
sown in the field, and the feast of in- 
gathering which is the end of the year 
when thou hast gathered in thy 
labors out of the field," 

In addition to the tithes, the Is- 
raelites were commanded to give lib- 
erally at certain seasons, the chiefcst 
being the Harvest Festival — to use a 
modern phrase. 

They were enjoined to "give" in 
various ways, and if only all the 
Lord's people would emulate their 
example in these days, thei'e would 
be a wonderful advance of the war 
againsv sin and misery.

The Laborers Are Few 

"Oh, who will help us to garner in 
The sheaves of good from the fields of sin?" 

JT was tlie full covn-time. Gold, every where — gold on the land, 
gold in the sicy. The essence of past sunshine, stored up in 
the golden hai-vest, waited foi' the reapers. Many were tlie cities 
of Galilee, many more its villages. And evei-ywhere there passed 
One whose footsteps might be traced by golden words and golden 
deed-s. 

Following in His wake came eager, suffering cro\vds. Netb 
and fishing-boats were left, the sheep upon the mountain-sidu 
the herd in the field, vineyards and fields were deserted while 
fishermen, shepherds, herdsmen, vine-dressers and husbandmen 
pressed after Him, The houses, too, were tenanOess, while 
parents thronged upon Him with their children, anxious to oli- 
tain from Him that which neither priest, Levite, scribe nor Phai i- 
see could bestow. 

Sank By The Wayside 

■Dusty were the roads and scorching the rays of the sun 
Footsore and weary, first one and then another had fallen out of 
the long procession. Then, overcome by hunger and weariness, 
the crowd sank down exhaused by the wayside. The pitying heait 
of Jesus was filled with compassion for the drooping, scatteied 
crowd — ripe corn for the reapere who did not come! Then said 
the Master: "The hai-vest truly is great, but the laborers are few 
Pray ye, therefore, the Lord of the harvest that He will send 
forth laborers" (Matt. 9: 35-38). His disciples saw the fields of 
waving corn, and understood that if through lack of reapei-s the 
golden sheaves were not safely stored before the waning of the 
hai-vest moon disaster and possibly famine would result The 
Master saw another and a greater harvest field, of which the 
scene before Him was but a type — myriads of needy souLs — an 
immense harvest to be reaped in the ages yet unborn, and safely 
garnered by willing reapers for the heavenly store-house, or left 
to the corrupting influence of sin and ignorance. 

Reapers! reapers! reapers! That was to be the burden of 
the disciples' prayer. And not many days aftei-ward the Mastei 
began to answer Llie prayer He had inspired. Calling to Him the 
twelve, He first equipped and then sent them forth into the 
world's great harvest field. 

Saw No Harvest 

The Scribes and Pharisees saw no hai-vest in that faintins 
multitude. They had no interest in the scattered individuals 
along the Galilean roads ; therefore, the Lord of the harvest chose 
as reapers those humble disciples who hung upon His words, eagei 
to understand and do His bidding. 

The reproach of the Master's words still rings in our eais 
to-day. Scribes and Pharisees everywhere, but of "laborers" veiv 
few. 

If the cry has reached you, delay not to obey. 

Men and women — aye, and little children — suffer as individ- 
uals, not in crowds. The successful reaper is the reaper with the 
helpful spirit, whose eyes have been opened to see a possible har- 
vest in hedgerow and comer, as well as in the open field. 

In our harvest-fields to-day the machine called the reaper 
counts for much, but the men and women who come behind and 
lift for binding into sheaves the golden corn cannot be dispensed 
with. 

We often hear it said of the suffering and the misery which 
surround us that the problem is past finding out. "This much we 
know. Back of it all a harvest awaits the reapers who have e.ves 
to see, as the Master saw — for eveiy evil a possible good, for 
every defeat a victoiy. 

There's Joy in Service 

There is no joy to compare with the joy of hai-vest. But of 
this joy no man may taste until he has reaped in just that part 
of the great haiTest-field where the Lord of the hai-vest has 
placed him. Are you ambitious for large opportunities? Then 
make the most of the small. Cease rather to measure your task 
by your own standard of great and small. Until you liave done 
that you will never be as useful as you might be — nor as happy. 

God's biddings are always enablings. If Peter had gone into 
the hai-vest-field without first having teamed to call iiotliing com- 
mon or unclean, he would doubtless have labored zealousl.V ac- 
cording to his nature ; but his work would have fallen far short 
of what it was. There is a hai-vest that calls for your reaping- 
It may be in the open field, where the sheaves are many, or it 
may be some ears that want gleaning which the reapers have 
overlooked. 

From city and village, from gai-ret and slum, wherever tiie 
trail of the sei-penl is found, there a golden harvest lies trampled 
tnd ready to perish.

Short Cake 

Short eakc is a meal in itself and 
should not be tucked in at the tag 
end of an already full dinner. This 
is unfair to the shortcake, the dinner 
and the diffestion, Let it stand alone 
and begin the day for your familj 
once in a while. Properly prcpaied 
and served alone it will not be apt to 
disagree with any one in normal 
health. 

Sift tog-ether four cups of floji 
tivo even tablespoonsful of baking 
powder, two tablespoonsful of sugar 
one-half cup of butter, one and one 
half tcasyooiisrul of salt. Arid slo\\l\ 
about two cups of i;v,'ect milk, stiri'jiig 
lightly with a fork. 

There should be added enough milk 
to make a dough too soft to handle 
easily. Spread one inch thick on a 
large, well-greased baking-pan. Bake 
in a hot oven for twenty minutes 
Split carefully with a hot Itnife, but 
(<'r li'rx-i';dly suid till ten'.i'e vmA t f 
with crushed and sugared berries 
Pass the whipped ci-cam for individual 
helping. 

* * * * 

Sponge Cake 
Beat llic yolks of two eggs till 
thick and lemon color; add one table 
spoonful of cold water and continue 
beating a few minutes. Then add 
slowly, one-third cup of powdcied 
sugar, beating all the time with the 
egg beater. Add onc-tliii-d cup of 
pastry flour mixed and sifted with 
OJie-eighth te.^.'ipooIlful baking powder 
and one-eiKbth teaspoonful salt. Then 
fold in two egg whites, wliich have 
been beaten stiff. Flavor with one 
half teaspoonful lemon extract. 

Parsnip PulT 

Bake a pound of parsnips and a 
pound of potatoes and mash quickly 
while hot, with one-fourth cup butter 
two teaspoonsful salt, one teaspoonful 
pepper, one tablespoonful onion juice 
and enough milk, thin eream — or bet 
ter, rich, well flavored stock or meat 
gravy — to moisten. 

Add the beaten yolks of four eggs 
while the mixture is hot enough to 
slightly coagulate them, and, lastly, 
beat in the stifT-beatcn wliite.";. Fill 
the whole into a baking dish and bake 
in a moderate oven until brown on 
top.
